95-cent rate, Oakland, Berkeley, Ala- 
meda and the surrounding territory 
are entitled to the same rate. The 
company Is not entitled to so exces- 
sive a profit in Alameda county, nor 
is it just that Alameda county con- 
sumers should be required to cairy 
districts which show returns of but 5 
and 6 per cent under the present in- 
creases." 


The increases granted in the east 


bay cities, San Francisco and outside 
districts, are in the nature of a "sur- 
charge" to take care of the emergency 
rise in the price of oil and other ma- 
terials used in the manufacture of 
gas. and in the cost of labor. The fix- 
Ing of a normal charge, which in Oak- 
land remains at 90 cents a 1000 cubic 
feet of gas, to which Is added a sur- 
charge of 10 cents a thousand, brings 
the new emergency rate to $1 here. 
The only change made in the rate in 
Alameda county has teen the t,ur- 
charge. 
In San Francisco the sur- 


charge is also 10 cents, but the base 
rate brings this to only 95 cents a 
thousand, as against Jl on this side 
of the bay. 
The rate has been in- 


creased about 15 cents a thousand in 
Sacramento, and in other cities and 
towns it ranges as high as 20 and ,30 
cents a thousand. 


The estimated increase in revenue 


in San Francisco is $400,000 for tha 
coming fiscal year over the returns 
from the current fiscal year. That in 
Alameda county is $235,940, distrib- 
uted as follows:

A RADICAL CHANGE. 


the government has taken in connection with 
the operation of the railroads—plan of admin- 
istration, appropriations for betterments, and rate 
increases—it should be kept in mind that the motive 
makes all the difference in the world.

If you 
have a cold cellar for storage this sho'ukl 
also be kept below 50 deg. in order to 
preserve food properiv in summer time. 


Of course, a good deal depends nn the 


Kind of refrigerator you use. 
Do not 


buy a refrigerator merely on-looks. See 
that it is properly insulated in the ice 
and food chambers: that the ice cham- 
ber ,s large enough to contain a generous 
block of ice. 
Buying only small quan- 
tities of Ice which melt rapidly results 
in raising- the temperature frequently, 
and thus exposing the food to sooilage. 
Always keep the Ice chamber filled so 
that an even, cold temperature is main- 
tained. 


When you buy a refrigerator ask to 
be shown a cross-section, which will ex- 
pose the Insulation and 
materials of 
which the refrigerator Js built. Poor In- 
sulation of a refrigerator means that*not 
only will it be imnossibie to maintain an 
even, cold temperature, but also that 
moisture will collect on the inside walls

The shooting occurred in Kelleher's 


shoe store, 772 Howard street, and "was 
followed by a man hunt through the 
streets, during which the police and 
citizens led by R. H. Cady pursued 
the fugitive for several blocks. 
He 


succeeded in escaping, however, and 
early today surrendered himself to De- 
tective Sergeant McGrath. 


Last November Scalia's little sho» 


store was robbed and his entire stock 
carted away by burglars. Kelleher's 
place had long been suspected by the 
police of being a "fence" for the dis- 
posal of stolen goods. There they 
found fifty-six pairs of shoes, which 
Scalia said he identified as being tha 
ones sto'en from his place of busi- 
ness. 


Judge Sullivan, before whom the 


qase was tried, was not convinced,
